A TADWORTH man is behind 
bars after admitting he attempted 
to rob a bank in Epsom and lied 
about having a gun. 

Craig Gorringe, 29, will spend 
two years and eight months in 
prison after he held up Lloyds 
Bank in the High Street in Novem¬ 
ber, threatening to take staff and 
customers hostage. 

Gorringe admitted telling mem¬ 
bers of staff and members of 
the public that he had a sawn-off 
shotgun hidden down his trousers 
- even though he was unarmed - 
and declaring a hostage situation. 

The court had heard that when 
he was told police were on the 
way, Gorringe said he did not care 
and that he hoped they would 
shoot him. 

At an earlier court hearing in 
January, Judge Recorder Chris¬ 


topher Critchlow said he under¬ 
stood there were concerns at the 
time for Gorringe’s mental wellbe¬ 
ing and mental health. 

At Guildford Crown Court 
on Friday, Mr Justice Stu¬ 
art-Smith reduced Gor¬ 
ringe’s sentence from 
four years for his 
guilty plea. 

The court heard 
that on November 
20 last year, Gor¬ 
ringe went into 
Lloyds Bank in 
Epsom High Street 
and told a member 
of staff: “Give me 
your money now. I’ve got 
a gun.” 

He demanded money from the 
safe. After being told it could only 
open following a transaction, he 
told members of staff that he had 
a sawn-off shotgun down his trou¬ 
sers. 

Gorringe threatened to put the 
manager’s head through a televi-

sion mounted on the 
wall and marched 
him to the back of 
the store, demand¬ 
ing that he be taken 
to the safe. The man¬ 
ager later said he 
feared for his safety, 
but not his life. 

Gorringe also told cus¬ 
tomers “this is now a hostage 
situation”. Two customers left the 
bank despite Gorringe’s orders 
that no one leave and that the doors 
be barricaded with metal chairs. 

He then ripped off his shirt, 
revealing a tattoo that read ‘RIP 
Marcus’. Gorringe eventually left 
empty-handed. 


Sentencing, Mr Justice Stu- 
art-Smith said Gorringe’s repeat¬ 
ed threats to use a firearm and 
declaration of a “hostage situa¬ 
tion” were aggravating features 
of his offence. 

Mr Justice Stuart-Smith also 
praised the “amazing calm and 
courage” of members of staff 
who spoke to Gorringe and de¬ 
fused the situation. 

He said: “For about five or six 
minutes you were completely out 
of control. 

“You made very serious 
threats, which included saying 
that you had a sawn-off shot¬ 
gun down your trousers, that 
you would shoot people in the 
head and that it was a hostage 
situation. Some customers, it ap¬ 
peared, did not take you entirely 
seriously, but it is quite clear that 
others were scared. 

“One or more said they were 
frightened and had no reason 
to believe that you did not have 
a gun.”

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Community 
clubs given 
centre deal 

VISITORS to a Leatherhead 
community centre have been 
able to continue using its fa¬ 
cilities a month after its lease 
ended because of a working 
agreement between the coun¬ 
cil and user groups. 

Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil ended the North Leather- 
head Community Centre’s 
lease because of unpaid bills 
on January 17. 

While the centre is closed 
the council has set up agree¬ 
ments with other groups 
which use the centre, includ¬ 
ing St Giles Playgroup and 
Nursery, Leatherhead Youth 
Project and Churches Togeth¬ 
er in Leatherhead. 

A review of the building 
estimated about £40,000 of 
works need to be carried out. 

But a free kitchen has been 
donated and installed by 
Howdens Joinery in Barnett 
Wood Lane, Leatherhead. 

Councillor Charles Yar- 
wood, executive member for 
property and parking, said: 
“We’ve made excellent pro¬ 
gress since taking the deci¬ 
sion to end the lease. 

“Our immediate priority 
was to ensure that it was safe 
for users to continue using 
the building. 

“With the facility being 
confirmed as safe on the day 
we ended the lease, the next 
step is to engage with the lo¬ 
cal community and ensure 
that the building is fit for pur¬ 
pose in the short term. 

“The groundwork which 
has been carried out so far is 
the first step towards that as¬ 
piration being realised. 

“MVDC will continue to 
work with the community, 
who have been very support¬ 
ive of the project, and hope to 
have more news next month.” 


Fears for children as centre is forced to close due to cash struggles 

Parents in last-ditch plea 
to save ‘brilliant’ daycare

MORE than 100 mums 
and dads have signed a 
petition to stop a daycare 
centre closing despite its 
“unavoidable financial 
pressures.” 

Roopa Mercer, a civil 
servant and mother-of-two 
from Levett Road, Leather¬ 
head, started a petition to 
save Leatherhead Trinity 
Daycare, after being told it 
would be phasing closure 
from May this year. 

Chairman of governors 
John Swanson said the 
centre, in Aperdele Road, 
could not come close to 
breaking even, and would 
have to close its doors. 

Parents are worried it 
will unsettle their chil¬ 
dren and are fighting to 
keep it open. 

Ms Mercer’s petition 
calls for the centre to 
stay open and support 
hard-working families in 
the area. It has so far at¬ 
tracted 122 signatures. 

Ms Mercer said: “This is 
a brilliant place. The staff 
are amazing. 

“It feels such a shame 
that for financial reasons 
they are leaving.” 

Her two sons - Jake, 
three, and Lewis, one - 
both attend the daycare 
centre, and Ms Mercer 
worries about the effect 
the centre’s closure may 
have on the brothers. 


She said: “Jake is start¬ 
ing school in September 
and it would unsettle him. 

“Lewis has built up a 
relationship and we may 
have to make him move 
to somewhere unknown“I 
may have to take time off 
work, unpaid, in which to 
sort this out.” 

Mr Swanson said: “If 
we could maintain the ser¬ 
vice in a financially viable 


way without using public 
funds to subsidise private 
daycare we would. 

“The decision is almost 
entirely driven by the re¬ 
alisation that we cannot 
break even, or even come 
close to that.” 

Letters were sent out to 
parents on Tuesday from 
Nici Edge, clerk to school 
governors at Leather¬ 
head Trinity School and 


Children’s Centre. It said: 
“Governors emphasise 
again that this decision 
is no reflection on the 
quality of what has been 
provided, nor on the un¬ 
doubted need for this type 
of provision - it is simply 
driven by unavoidable fi¬ 
nancial pressures.”

This summer a group of 12 teachers 
and pupils from Glyn School will travel 
to Cape Coast to help with projects at 
Philip Qua Que and deliver a collection 
of books and stationery 

Glyn teacher Lizzie Butler, who went 
to Ghana last February, said: “What’s 
different about this relationship is that 
we’ve spent a long time reinforcing the 
message of similarities, rather than 
just presenting it as a charity project. 

“Lots of schools are involved in 
charity partnerships, but our link with 
Ghana is a bit more than that.”

Teenagers 

rebailed 

FOUR youths arrested in con¬ 
nection with the knifepoint 
robbery of a motorbike in 
Ewell have been rebailed. 

A 16-year-old boy had his 
motorbike stolen in Hogsmill 
Way West Ewell some time 
between 2.30pm and 2.45pm 
on Saturday January 9. 

A gang of chubby youths 
were being sought by police 
after a group of teenagers 
threatened the 16-year-old 
boy with a knife, punched 
him in the stomach, and stole 
his white Lexmoto motor¬ 
bike. 

Surrey Police put in a dis¬ 
persal order in place across 
Tolworth, Epsom, Ewell and 
Chessington in response to 
the robbery. 

Police arrested four teen¬ 
agers aged between 13 and 17 
in connection with the rob¬ 
bery. 

Due to the level of feeling 
from residents, neighbour¬ 
hood police officers held 
a meeting at The Edge in 
Rowden Road, West Ewell, 
on Tuesday, February 9 to 
address residents’ concerns 
over anti-social behaviour 
and criminal activity. 

A 13-year-old boy and a 
17-year-old boy were rebailed 
from Saturday, February 20 
until Tuesday, March 22. 

A 14-year-old boy and a 
15-year-old boy were rebailed 
until Thursday, March 24.

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a “truly loved” 15-year-old 
Leatherhead girl who died in 
a car crash in Hampshire last 
week. 

Rebecca Marchant died af¬ 
ter the Mercedes convertible 
sports car she was travelling 
in crashed into a tree in Hor- 
dle Lane in the New Forest. 

The crash happened at 
8.45pm on Tuesday, February 
16. 

Rebecca was a front-seat 
passenger in the car with 
two other children in the 
back seats who were taken to 
hospital but released a short 
time later. 

She sustained fatal inju¬ 
ries and died at the scene, 
Hampshire police said. 

Two other young passen¬ 
gers, an eight-year-old and 
a ten-year-old, were taken to 
Southampton General Hospi¬ 
tal as a precaution. 

They were later dis¬ 
charged. 

It is not known whether the 


group were related to each 
other. 

Rebecca’s family released 
this tribute shortly after her 
death last week, which said: 
“On Tuesday, February 16, 
2016, Rebecca, a truly loved 
daughter, sister, granddaugh¬ 
ter and good friend to all was 
tragically killed. 

“Her kind, bubbly, thought¬ 
ful generous and intelligent 


personality along with her 
constant happy smiling 
face will be sorely missed 
by everyone who knew and 
came into contact with her. 

“At this difficult time we 
all ask that we are left to 
grieve privately” 

Rebecca was a pupil at St 
Andrew’s Catholic School in 
Leatherhead. 

According to her Facebook 


page, Rebecca was a fan of 
musician Max George, Mi¬ 
chael Sutthakorn and Iggy 
Azalea, as well as Rihanna, 
Jason Derulo and Ariana 
Grande. 

Alexander McBride, 34, 
of Sky End Lane, Hordle, 
in Hampshire, has been 
charged with causing death 
by driving without due care 
and attention while over the 
prescribed limit. 

Police said he was unin¬ 
jured. 

Mr McBride appeared 
before Southampton Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Friday, 
February 19. 

He will remain in custody 
before appearing at Bourne¬ 
mouth Crown Court for a 
further hearing on Friday, 
March 18. 

He has not yet entered a 
plea to the charge against 
him.

Fears over need for housing

MORE than 75 beds in 
new affordable housing 
could soon become avail¬ 
able in Epsom and Ewell, 
but some councillors fear 
the challenge of meeting 
the housing need in the 
borough might be in¬ 
creasingly difficult. 

Councillors of all po¬ 
litical stripes celebrated 
as plans for affordable 
flats and houses in Holly¬ 
moor Lane, Epsom were 
submitted to Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council 
on January 20. 

The planning appli¬ 
cation includes two 
five-bedroom houses, 
four four-bedroom hous¬ 
es and 21 two-bedroom 
flats to be built on a va¬ 
cant estate. 

But with about 150 Ep¬ 


som and Ewell families 
currently designated as 
“homeless” or “at risk” 
of homelessness, and 
more than 60 homeless 
households currently in 
emergency interim ac¬ 
commodation outside the 
borough, some believe it 
will be increasingly diffi¬ 
cult to house vulnerable 
people. 

Chairman of the res¬ 
idents’ association, Cllr 
Neil Dallen said the 77 
beds of the Hollymoor 
Lane development were 
just the start of the fight 
against homelessness in 
the borough. 

He said: “We have been 
trying to get something 
done for some years now, 
and I think we have had a 
good result. 


“There is a demand for 
affordable housing that 
we will probably never 
meet, but we will do our 
best.” 

Some councillors feel 
the challenge to meet 
the need for affordable 
housing in the borough 
will require imaginative 
thinking and political 
will. 

A council spokesman 
said: “In the past six 
years the borough coun¬ 
cil with its partners, 
have been responsible 
for more than 80 new af¬ 
fordable homes per an¬ 
num. 

“Over the next three 
years we anticipate de¬ 
livering almost 120 new 
affordable homes each 
year.”

GP gathers 90 k signatures 
for 'Saturday MPs’ petition

AN Epsom GP’s petition to 
get MPs to work on Satur¬ 
days - as junior doctors have 
been told to do - is just 10,000 
signatures from the 100,000 
needed to be debated in par¬ 
liament. 

Ivan Ratnayake, who 
works at the Ashley Cen¬ 
tre Surgery in Ashley Av¬ 
enue, Epsom, said he was 
‘absolutely outraged’ by the 
Government’s insistence 
that Saturday is a ‘normal 
working day’ - meaning they 
would receive no extra mon¬ 
ey in their new contract. 

The 47-year-old decided 
‘somewhat flippantly’ to 
start the petition to get pol¬ 
iticians to follow the same 
rule - and it has attracted 
90,000 signatures in just two 
weeks. 

Last week the cabinet held 
an emergency meeting on a 
Saturday to discuss prime 
minister David Cameron’s 
EU deal and the upcoming 


referendum. 

It was the first cabinet 
meeting on a weekend since 
1982, which was called to dis¬ 
cuss the Falklands War. 

Dr Ratnayake said: “The 
Government are the bosses 
of junior doctors and I think 
it’s simple leadership integ¬ 
rity to follow the same rules 
as your employees. 

“I never leave work before 
my junior doctors and train¬ 


ees - so it’s a massive dou¬ 
ble-standard. 

“MPs - especially those 
in the Government - should 
also see Saturdays as ‘nor¬ 
mal working days’.” 

Dr Ratnayake also said it 
would be ‘amazing and sur¬ 
real’ to have his petition de¬ 
bated in the House of Com¬ 
mons - and he would try to 
attend. 

Epsom and Ewell MP 


Chris Grayling - as leader 
of the House of Commons - 
responded by arguing MPs 
routinely work on Satur¬ 
days. 

He wrote: “MPs routinely 
work at weekends and are 
directly accountable to their 
electorate on how they per¬ 
form their role. 

“Attendance at the House 
of Commons is only one part 
of a member of parliament’s 
work. 

“MPs spend time in their 
constituencies meeting res¬ 
idents, local businesses and 
organisations, listening to 
their concerns and helping 
them with issues. 

“The rate of MPs’ pay, pen¬ 
sions and expenses, which 
is not linked to the numbers 
of hours they work, is set by 
the Independent Parliamen¬ 
tary Standards Authority.” 

Dr Ratnayake said he sym¬ 
pathised with the striking 
doctors, and urged a mass 
refusal to sign the new con¬ 
tract in August.

He said: “This is clearly a 
very unusual offence where 
two men in distinctive cloth¬ 
ing have attempted an auda¬ 
cious robbery and I would 
urge anyone who saw what 
happened to contact police.”

THAMESLINK and South¬ 
ern rail companies are 
among the worst in the coun¬ 
try, according to a survey of 
nearly 30,000 customers. 

The firms’ customers had 
the lowest and third lowest 
overall satisfaction ratings 
in a national survey pub¬ 
lished last month. 

Thameslink blamed a two 
per cent reduction in cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction with the 
service since spring 2015 on 
seven suicides in the first 
three weeks of the autumn 
survey and poor signal 
reliability 

The National Rail Pas¬ 
senger Survey - the largest 
published rail passenger sat¬ 
isfaction survey in the world 
- found that nationally 83 per 
cent of customers were satis¬ 
fied with their journeys. But 
Southern (78 per cent) and 
Thameslink (73 per cent) 
trailed behind the national 
average. 


The findings come less 
than a month after MPs 
suggested that Govia-owned 
companies Thameslink and 
Southern could be stripped 
of the rail franchises earlier 
than 2021. 

Transport for London 
(TfL) announced plans on 
January 21 to take over all 
suburban rail routes over 
the next five years in a bid 
to improve companies like 


Southern and Thameslink’s 
“disastrous” service. 

Southern cited “track and 
signal failures, a poor leaf 
fall season, train reliabili¬ 
ty, train crew availability 
and incidents beyond their 
control such as trespassers 
on the railway and lorries 
hitting bridges” for the poor 
performance in the survey 

A spokesperson for South¬ 
ern said: “Whilst it is encour¬ 


aging that we scored better 
overall this year over last, 
we are still a long way off 
where we would like to be. 
Clearly poor performance 
links heavily with over¬ 
all satisfaction, but we are 
working closely with Net¬ 
work Rail on a programme 
of improvements to track 
and signalling systems.”

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Change of plan: Controversial proposal 
to build mosque replaced with flats bid 


CONTROVERSIAL blueprints 
for a mosque in Worcester 
Park have been unexpectedly 
scrapped in favour of plans for 
flats. 

The application to turn a for¬ 
mer bank in Green Lane into a 
place of worship was first sub¬ 
mitted in 2012. 

This sparked a long planning 
saga. 

Planning inspectors finally 
approved a four-year trial of the 
mosque in May last year follow¬ 
ing appeals. 

But on February 2, Sutton 
Council received a new planning 
application from Danish Hanif, 
which is for five flats at the same 
address. 

The applicants for both the 
original and new application 
were unavailable for comment, 
leaving unanswered questions 
about the sudden change after a 
lengthy planning dispute. 

Paul Wingfield, Worcester 
Park councillor, said: “It’s quite 
funny that after such a long pro¬ 
cess the application has been 
pulled. 

“At the same time, though, it 
has made me angry because the 
sheer length of the to-and-fro 
will have cost Sutton taxpayers a 
lot of money, and it seems like it 
is all for nothing.” 

The new plan does not include 
parking spaces, which was one 
of the reasons the initial appli¬ 
cation met vehement opposition. 


The 2012 proposal was reject¬ 
ed as there was no provisions 
for parking facilities, prompting 
fears about the mosque’s expect¬ 
ed impact on traffic congestion. 

Worcester Park blogger Si¬ 
mon Densley, who had opposed 
the mosque plans, welcomed the 
change of plan. 

But he said: “It has cost me, 
the council and the community 
members involved an enormous 
amount of time gathering infor¬ 
mation, going to hearings. 

“To then be told that it is not 
going ahead after such a long 


process is very strange. 

“But it is obviously a victo¬ 
ry for us, and I am happy about 
that.” 

Eighty-two per cent of re¬ 
spondents to a 2014 Sutton 
Guardian poll said they objected 
to the mosque, which would have 
had capacity for 95 worshippers. 

Respondents have until March 
11 to comment on the new plans. 

A commenter known as 
Bedres on the Epsom Guardian 
website said: “This is guaran¬ 
teed to bring in lots of objections 
if there is inadequate parking.”

A WAR of words between two 
Conservative MPs has broken 
out over the EU referendum, 
with Mole Valley’s Sir Paul 
Beresford saying ‘Out’ cam¬ 
paigners - like neighbouring 
MP Chris Grayling - ‘don’t know 
what they’re talking about’. 

Sir Paul made the comment 
in relation to the view - champi¬ 
oned by Mr Grayling - that Brit-

ain would be better off free to 
trade more with Commonwealth 
countries. 

The Mole Valley MP argued 
Britain is an attractive trading 
partner because of its EU status 

- and that local jobs rely on it. 

But Mr Grayling said Euro¬ 
pean countries rely on Britain 
more than the other way around 

- saying BMWs and French 
cheeses will ‘not disappear from 
Epsom’. 

He said: “If we were out of the 
EU the people of Epsom would 
be better off, be able to preserve 
the character of the area more 
easily and ease the massive pres¬ 
sure on housing. 

“Being out of the EU would 
open up trade opportunities with 
India and China which are not 
available now. 

“And the £10billion we’d save 
every year from EU membership 
could be spent on Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal, among other things - and in 
relieving pressure on housing 
for young people.” 

He added there are national 
statisticians who say the popu¬ 
lation is set to rise as high as 75 
or 80 million in the next genera¬ 
tion, and he does not believe we 
can let that happen. 

New Zealand-born Sir Paul 
said his experience in John Ma¬ 
jor’s government taught him 
this was ‘simply not true’. 


He said: “From my experi¬ 
ence in government trying to 
bring companies to this country 
from Japan, for example, like 
very much that we’re an Eng¬ 
lish-speaking country within 
Europe.” 

Mr Grayling is one of the 
most notable figures campaign¬ 
ing for a ‘Brexit’ and his threat 
to resign in January from the 
government is widely credited 
with encouraging cabinet mem¬ 
bers working on the ‘Out’ cam¬ 
paign. 

He also said he was made to 
wait until the last minute for 
the ‘great, exciting news’ that 
Boris Johnson would join his 
campaign, feeling confident only 
days before Sunday’s announce¬ 
ment. 

But while Mr Grayling said 
he was ‘very pleased’, Sir Paul 
argued Mr Johnson’s endorse¬ 
ment would not amount to much 
against the ‘heavyweights’ cam¬ 
paigning for the ‘In’ campaign. 

Reigate MP Crispin Blunt said 
he is still undecided until the for¬ 
eign affairs select committee he 
chairs releases its report on EU 
membership in April. 

However he said Britain’s 
trading partners outside Europe 
- like Australia, New Zealand 
and Canada - are attracted to the 
UK because of its position with¬ 
in the EU.

PCC defends force following damning report from watchdog inspectors 


County’s police is told to do 
more to protect vulnerable

UNDER-FIRE Surrey Police 
has been slammed by inspec¬ 
tors, who told the force it 
does not protect vulnerable 
people - especially abused 
children - well enough. 

In December independent 
watchdog Her Majesty’s In¬ 
spectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC) branded the police 
‘inadequate’ in this area - 
and said in a report released 
on Thursday that it was still 
‘of concern’. 

But Surrey’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
Kevin Hurley maintains 
the report only reflects the 
force’s performance from 
“six to eight months ago”. 

HMIC also said the way 
Surrey Police tackles serious 
and organised crime must 
improve. It added that the 
force does not have enough 
resources to adequately 
serve the public over the 
next few years. 

While Surrey Police ad¬ 



A Surrey Police car and Police and Crime Commissioner Kevin Hurley 


mitted a need to protect 
vulnerable people better, 
Mr Hurley insisted it had 
“turned a corner”. 

The PCC said: “Most of the 
content of this report reflects 
the force’s performance six 
to eight months ago. Since 
then their situation has very 
much improved in this sen¬ 
sitive area. The changes in¬ 
clude better training, better 
use of systems and a cultur¬ 


al change in how the force 
operates, brought in by the 
current leadership.” 

Surrey Police admitted it 
had more progress to make 
in protecting vulnerable peo¬ 
ple and more resources were 
being put into this area. 

Temporary chief con¬ 
stable Nick Ephgrave said: 
“These are concerns that the 
force has been tackling head 
on for over a year by increas¬ 


ing resources to protect the 
vulnerable. 

“None of these things can 
provide an instant fix but 
together they are starting to 
deliver positive results.” 

HMIC rated Surrey Po¬ 
lice ‘good’ in its legitimacy, 
adding that the workforce is 
ethical and local neighbour¬ 
hood teams understand their 
areas and engage well with 
the general public. 


Victim of 
wall crush 
is named 

A POLISH builder who died 
after being crushed by a wall 
in a Worcester Park street 
has been named as Grzegorz 
Wrezel. 

Neighbours thought there 
had been a bomb scare on the 
residential road where it hap¬ 
pened because of the large 
amount of police officers 
who went there. 

Mr Wrezel, believed to be 
in his forties, was crushed 
by a collapsing wall in Man¬ 
or Way, Worcester Park, at 
10.40am on February 3. He 
died in hospital a week later. 

He was reportedly work¬ 
ing with a fellow builder on 
a house there for about two 
weeks before the accident 
happened.

Creative people wanted to aid patients battling the disease 

Volunteers needed for 
new dementia ward

A ST HELIER Hospital ward 
has been transformed to make 
it more comfortable for patients 
with dementia. 

Flowers of different colours 
sit above each bed instead of 
numbers, while personalised 
mats have been tailored to pa¬ 
tient’s interests. 

The admin desk and notice 
boards are set to go as part of a 
revamp to make ward C2 more 
welcoming. The zone was previ¬ 
ously a winter pressures ward 
but was relaunched for demen¬ 
tia patients in December last 
year. 

Charlotte Hall, the chief 
nurse, said: “When we were 
opening the ward and explained 
our plans for it, we realised that 
everyone wanted to work up 
here. 

“I think it is so well-loved be¬ 
cause it gives us a chance to tap 
into our creativity. 

“It is what they come in to 
nursing for.” 

The transformation has been 
inspired partly by research by 
David Sheard, head of Demen¬ 


tia Care Matters, an organisa¬ 
tion that aims to effect a culture 
change for patients. 

The standard shiny hospital 
floors were replaced, as they are 
known to dazzle people with de¬ 
mentia, who are prone to falls. 

A £5,000 ‘break-out’ area, built 
to give the impression of a gar¬ 
den inside the ward, is one of the 
main features. 

The hospital plans to invest a 
further £7,000 in upgrading the 
11-bed ward, including artwork 
specific to dementia care. 

Staff and volunteers are knit¬ 
ting ‘twiddle-muffs’ - which are 


a woollen muff with ribbons, 
large buttons or textured fabrics 
attached - to help comfort and 
distract their dementia patients. 

Memory boxes filled with 
memorabilia from different time 
periods, a collection of historic 
books, and a TV from the 1960s 
are also available to patients. 

But volunteers are needed to 
help keep the ward and is hoping 
creative types like musicians, 
painters, knitters, storytellers 
will spare an hour to help.

PCC’s failings 

IN JULY 2015, Surrey’s PCC 
Kevin Hurley published 
his annual report, saying: 

“It’s been another really 
good year, building on our 
previous success.” So we were 
all surprised to discover he 
was privately taking steps to 
dismiss his chief constable 
citing a “litany of failures” and 
a “culture of blame” within 
Surrey Police, following a series 
of damning reports by HM 
Inspectorate of Constabulary. 

The PCC’s job is to oversee 
the police on behalf of the 
people, who are entitled to a fair 
and balanced report from him 
on the exercise of his functions. 
These include working with the 
chief constable to anticipate 
and address problems, not look 
for a scapegoat. 

I’ve overseen several bodies 
in the public sector, and like 
many people, I believe PCCs 
are an experiment which has 
failed. Far too much power 
and influence is given to a 
single individual, with too 
few constraints and too many 
incentives to undermine the 
work of the police force they 
are supposed to be improving. 

Unfortunately, we won’t 
be able to restore proper 
community oversight 
until after the next general 
election at the earliest. In the 
meantime, we need a fresh 
approach to policing and 
crime - collaborative, open, and 
evidence-based - on behalf of 
the people of Surrey

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HELP TO BUY SCHEME EXPLAINED 



The London Help To Buy scheme is 
now live and applications are 
being accepted for buyers to 
request for equity loans of up to 
40 per cent. 

The scheme could make it possi¬ 
ble for aspiring home buyers to 
get a foot on the London housing 
ladder. So, how will the London 
Help to Buy scheme work, who is 
eligible, and what will it mean for 
the capital? 

THE SCHEME IN A NUTSHELL: 

- The scheme is only available to 
those looking to buy a new build 
property in London. 

- It will provide buyers who have 
managed to raise a five per cent 
deposit with a loan of up to 40 per 
cent of the value of the home, 
interest-free for five years. 

- This means that buyers will 
need a 55 per cent mortgage to 
make up the rest. 

THE MAIN POINTS: 

- It applies to new homes worth up 
to £600,000 in any of the London 
boroughs and the City of London. 

- There is no age limit imposed on 
applicants 


- You must be eligible for a mort¬ 
gage to qualify for the scheme and 
your mortgage must be for at least 
25 per cent of the property's value. 

- It is only open to UK residents liv¬ 
ing in the UK. 

- It is administered and applied for 
via your mortgage lender 

You must repay the loan after 25 
years or when you sell your home. 

- When the five years' interest-free 
period expires you will pay 1.75 
per cent annual interest on the 
loan in addition to RPI (Retail Price 
Index) Inflation plus one percent. 
HOW IT WORKS: 

- Buyers who are eligible for the 
scheme can borrow up to 40 
per cent of the value of the 
new build home that they are 
looking to buy. However, they are 
not obliged to take the full 40 per 
cent if they don't want to. 

Indeed, Help To Buy can be 
used even when people have 
managed to raise more than 
five per cent of the deposit 
themselves as well. 

For the first five years, the loan 
from the government is interest- 


free - although a management fee 
of £1 a month will be applicable 
from the date of purchase. 

Once this five-year interest-free 
period comes to an end, borrowers 
will be charged a fee of 1.75 per 
cent on the loan's value. This fee 
will increase annually at one per 
cent above inflation. 

Borrowers need to be aware 
that these fees only count towards 
the repayment of the Government 
loan, and come on top of 
mortgage repayments. 

The equity loan is for a maxi¬ 
mum of 25 years, or must be paid 
back in full when the home is sold 
or the mortgage redeemed - 
whichever term is the shorter of 
the two. 

THE IMPACT 

The new scheme is likely to make a 
huge difference to those living and 
working in the UK capital, lowering 
the barriers of entry into the hous¬ 
ing market for many. Talking to the 
BBC, Adrian Anderson of property 
finance specialists Anderson 
Harris, said: "Take the example of a 
one-bed flat in Camberwell on the 


market at £360,000," he said. "A 
5per cent deposit works out at 
£18,000, but without Help to Buy 
you then need to raise a mortgage 
for the remainder, which requires 
earnings of circa £85,000, pricing 
out many buyers. 

"Under London Help to Buy, a 
40pc interest-free loan would be 
available, leaving you with a 
mortgage of just £198,000 to raise. 
This could be done with an income 
of £50,000, which is much more 
achievable in the capital." 

Indeed, data from Halifax 
showed the average first-time 
buyer in London spent £367,990 in 
2015, while the average deposit 
was £91,409. To spend the same 
amount with a 40 per cent loan 
the same buyer would need a 
deposit of just£18,399. 

FINAL WORD 

If you're a struggling first-time 
buyer trying to scrape together a 
deposit in London, then the Help 
To Buy Scheme could be exactly 
what you're looking for to get on 
the property ladder.

For Milos Karadaglic, wide¬ 
ly regarded as one of the 
world's best classical gui¬ 
tarists, this is new ground. 

Milos came to the UK from 
his native Montenegro when 
he was 17 after winning a 
scholarship at the Royal 
Academy of Music. Since 
then, his stock has risen. 

But how did it feel creat¬ 
ing Blackbird, the album 
with new reworkings of 
Beatles songs, working with 
the likes of Tori Amos and 
George Porter? 

Milos said: 

"It was the

so many different ways so I 
wanted to do it my way, and 
find my sound. 

"In terms of style the 
project has everything, from 
world music to pop music, 
classical music, jazz and 
even Latin sounds, it is the 
most versatile thing I have 
ever done." 

Strangely enough, Milos 
doesn't look on the Beatles 
with nostalgia, only know¬ 
ing about them when he 
first came to the UK. 

So when asked why he felt 
that they need a classical 
rework, he said: "Hearing 
them for the first time was 
quite fascinating because 
they spoke the language of 
the people. 

"There is an immediacy 
about Beatles songs and 
they connect with so many 
people in so many genera¬ 
tions, they have stood the 
test of time because 
have been around for 
decades and making 
them worthy of 
getting classical 
music."

David Haye talks to JIM PALMER about his return to the ring ahead of his next big fight at the 02 in May. 


Change is as good as a rest, or so the 
saying goes. David Haye has had 
plenty of both in recent times and it 
has made him hungry to retrieve his 
world championships. 

Prior to his return at The 02 last 
month, where he knocked out 
number 10 ranked heavyweight 
Markde Mori inside two minutes, the 
former undisputed cruiserweight 
and WBA heavyweight world 
champion had not been in the ring 
for more than two years. 

His seemingly forced retirement 
came at the end of a string of 


injuries - a broken toe held him back 
in his title loss to Wladimir Klitschko, 
cuts put paid to fights with Manuel 
Charr and Tyson Fury while shoulder 
surgery appeared to be curtains. 

But 27 months later, Haye is 
healed and ready to pursue his 
dream of becoming champion again 
with another bout against an as-yet- 
unnamed opponent at The 02 on 
May 21. 

In the meantime, much has 
changed for Haye, including a new 
trainer in south west London-based 
Shane McGuigan. 


Speaking from his immaculate 
gym, Haye told us McGuigan's 
methods are helping to keep him 
injury free. He told us: "This time 
around we trained completely dif¬ 
ferently and I can feel the benefits. 

"I'm not doing any kamikaze 
training now. I'm making sure every¬ 
thing is specific and safe." 

For his last fight, Haye - who was 
always a light for a heavyweight - 
tipped the scales at 16st 3lb, 
deliberately his heaviest yet. Bulking 
up and packing on more muscle is 
all the more impressive considering 


Haye went vegan during his lay-off. 

Haye said: "I saw some documen¬ 
taries about how cows and chickens 
and pigs are harvested and I looked 
into the benefits of a vegan diet and 
I heard a lot of athletes who have 
seen the benefit of it. 

"I thought I would try it for myself. 
Plus, I wanted to heal from my 
shoulder surgery and apparently 
that's the best way for the body to 
heal. All the stuff is organic as well." 

There are also other health 
benefits Haye has found through 
veganism. He said: "I used to have 


eczema on my legs but since I 
changed my diet, the eczema is 
completely gone and my skin has 
got clearer. I get nowhere near as 
many spots as I used to." 

While much as changed in David 
Haye's world, the sport is also in a 
different place. The Klitschkos' iron 
grip on the titles has been broken 
with Tyson Fury, Deontay Wilder and 
Charles Martin wearing the belts 
and prospects such as Anthony 
Joshua are making a name for them¬ 
selves. That leaves the 35-year-old 
Haye with no easy route back but he 


is determined to get there. 

He said: "I really want to unify the 
titles. Once I've done that I can 
retire. At long last. I was supposed to 
retire when I was 30." 

For Haye, the path to a title shot is 
not straightforward and the former 
champ knows he only has a finite 
period. He said: "I've got two or three 
years to get it done. If I can't do it, it 
ain't happening."

WHAT'S NEW? The Kia Sportage 
arrived on our roads in 1993 as a 
boxy, unreliable, utilitarian style 
vacuum. Kia itself was a newcomer 
to Britain, peddling budget South 
Korean cars by the hundred rather 
than the thousand, and the brand 
was probably at the bottom of the 
desirability pile. 

Two decades later and the 
fourth-generation Sportage 
shows how far the brand and 
the model have come. 

More Brits buy Sportages than 
almost any other SUV, making it 
one of the brand's most important 
models, and Kia itself has worked 
hard to put the cheerful into cheap. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: Sophisticated 
looks aren't this segment's strong 
point, but there's definitely a bit of 
Porsche Cayenne in the Sportage if 
it's dark and you squint. Overall, it's 
a good-looking car, though brown 
and gold colours give it a slightly 
reptilian edge. Inside, the Sportage 
feels more old-fashioned. Hard 
plastics and very conventional 
design make the model feel unre¬ 
markable to occupants. Everything 
feels rugged but less exotic than 
the much-improved exterior. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: The 
Sportage is roomy, robust and 
flexible - more so than some 
competitors - and it feels built to 


withstand the realities of family 
life. 

The back seats are comfy enough 
for a couple of large adults to travel 
in comfort and the huge flat- 
bottomed 491-litre boot would 
accommodate everyone's clobber 
with ease. 

The Sportage offers more than 
a suggestion of off-road 
performance. Four-wheel-drive 
adds real practicality to this SUV, 


especially with the button that 
splits torque equally between the 
front and rear wheels. 

This 'lock mode', reminiscent of 
manual diff locks on much older 
cars, is effective at speeds of up 
to 25mph. Useful when everyone 
else at the party is playing muddy 
dodgems in their front-wheel- 
drive SUVs. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: It even 
drives nicely. The 1.7-litre diesel 


feels like it has much more power 
than it really does, and the manual 
gearbox can be fun when you ask it 
to. Body roll is nicely contained and 
the ride is fine with all but the very 
largest alloys. 

The seven-speed dual-clutch 
automatic gearbox is too fluffy to 
express any real sense of urgency 
when pulling out at junctions. This 
is true of the 2.0-litre diesel, too, 
even in the pricey top-spec First 


Edition model. It manages the car's 
torque well at low speeds, though, 
and is at least quite quiet. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: In fact, the 
pricing makes this a curious model. 
The car starts at around £18,000, 
which will buy you a very basic - 
but still perfectly adequate - SUV. 
At the other end of the scale, the 
£33,000 'First Edition' has all the 
bells and whistles (including the 
underwhelming auto 'box) but 


competes with badges like Land 
Rover and Audi. The 'best' Sportage 
is probably the manual 1.7-litre 
diesel in KX-4 trim, but at around 
£30,000 many will head in the 
direction of a premium 
competitor. 

In short, the mid-range Sportages 
are excellent value, while at the top 
and bottom ends of the pricing 
structure, buyers are starting to 
make compromises.
